Samuel Lenghorne Clemens was born at Florida, 
Mo., November 30, 1835, and was therefore three- 
score and ten plus half a decade. He gained his 
beok learning in the common schools at Hannibal 
in his native State when the West was young and 
schools not what they are now. At 13 he changed 
his books for a printer’s “stick” in a country print- 
ing Office and there acquired the art to which all 
the arts owe much of their immortality. Indoor 
life and close application did not suit the boy any 
more than they did when he had grown up, so he 
forsook the case to be a boat hand on the Missis- 
sippi. He berame a river pilot, and in this oceu- 
pation got much of that insight into human nature 
in its common forms which made uv the web and 
woof of his phy. From the life on the river 
he took his name. He heard the boat hand, as 
he sounded the depth, sing out weirdly in the slow 
watches of the night: “Mark twain!” : 

About 1860 Sam Clemens became known on the 
Pacific Coast. His brother had been appointed 
Secretary of the Territbry of Nevada, and Sam be- 
came his private secretary. 
place of city editor on Virginia City Enterprise 
and for some years swi 
newspaper work to mining.. He lacked the gift of 
persistency and was not fond of drudgery, whether 
mental or physical. He would rather sit at the 
desk and concoct jokes which set half the town 
laughing at the expense of the other half, each 
morning. In San Francisco on the Call, recently 
founded by the late Col. J. J. Ayers, he wrote a 
story of a negro who tried to escape from the city 
as a stowaway on a sloop, and added so much spice 
to the tale that the paper had to pay $600 for libel. 
The headline ran thus: “A Levanting Nigger.” 
This was the libel. Sam lost his job. 

About this time the “Jumping Frog of Calaveras” 
appeared, and Mark Twain became famous. A visit 
to Honolulu furnished him with material for a 

lecture in which the English on the island 
were made to appear very ridiculous. 

The subsequent career of Mark is known to the 
world. He took to lecturing and then to book. 
making. “Huckleberry Finn,” Pudd'nhead Wil- 
son,” “The Innocents Abroad” and “Following the 
Equator” are as well known to all readers of Eng- 
lish as any books of the last fifty years. 

His books became so many and so profitable that 
in 1884 he formed a publishing house, which failed 
and involved Clemens in heavy debts, all of which 
he paid out of the proceeds of his writings and lec- 
tures. He worked earnestly and assiduously to pay 
these debts. It was the serious work of hig life. 

Samuel Clemens was a humorous philosopher. He 
was as philosophic as humorous. His humor dealt 
almost altogether with human nature in its every- 
day phases, almost in its crude forms, He was born 
one of the common people, and all his life in its 
formative stages was spent among plain people. 


There is not much edge to his jests. They play 
around their objects as sheet lightning fias over 
the sky. They do not harm, and never cause Any 


fear of danger. But they go to the very heart of 
human nature and sound the depths of its aspira- 
tions, aims and hopes. In jest Clemens is what 
Dickens is in story. There is not the pathos that 
marks the “death of Little Nell,“ but there is as 
rollicking fun as in any page of the “Pickwick 


Papers.” 
Sam Clemens was an American humorist. His 


jokes are broad and good-natured. There is the 
crudeness in them that is found in western life of 
fifty years ago. They lack the subtlely of French 
wit. The delicate touch, the fine point, are ‘not 
there. It is the thought of the plain and of the 
mining camp whose color is caught, whose essence 
is distilled—not that of the drawing-room or boule- 


vard. 

But that the soul of human nature is preserved 
in the writings of Mark Twain is shown by their 
popularity wherever the language is understood. A 

audi laughed at Twain with as much 
glee as one in San Francisco. London enjoyed 
“Pudd’nhead Wilson” as much as New York. And 
in the Antipodes the Melbourne Larrigans laughed 
with as much abandon as a New York Bowery boy 
or a San Francisco hoodlum. Moreover, Oxford 

duates and university dons sat side by side 
with the common herd of the street, “Townies” 
and “Gownies” both in uproar. at Mark Twain's 
quaint jokes.

Less than that is 
onjust to American laborers. More than that is

N low, the man does not exist who can in six 


months collect data sufficient to base a fair esti- 
mate of the difference between the actual cost of 
production abroad and at home. a 

Where will he begin? The wages paid employés 
enter into the cost of the production of anything 
of human use, varying from 50 to 90 per cent. of 
its value when finished. In reaching a conception 
of the difference in production abroad and at home, 
shall we take wages in England as the basis, where 
the employé fares the best of any foreign country? 
Shall we take wages in Germany as the basis, 
where the next highest scale prevails? Or shall we 
descend a step lower to France, or still another 
step down to Belgium, or go still farther down the 
stairs of inadequate wages to Italy? Shall we cross 
an arm of the Mediterranean Sea and try North 
Africa, or Greece? Shall we go westward and try 
Ja and China? 
here is probably no protectionist so extreme in 
his views in the United States who would not be 
willing to make this proposed rule the measure of 
protection on any imported article. In fact, as 
near as could be (and that is not very near) these 
have been the guiding data in the minds of tariff 
revisionists time out of mind. The purpose in the 
minds of protectionists during the whole history of 
the Republican party has been to protect American 
labor from crushing competition with inadequately 
paid foreign labor in all the eguntries of the world. 
You remove the duty on imports and there is no 
possible way to prevent instant and absolute com- 


petition between the ill-paid wage-earners of Lon- 


don, of Berlin, of Paris and of Brussels with the 
same classes of labor in America. If it is a product 


} imported from China or Japan, the American la- 


borer must compete with the Japanese or Chinese 
coolie on even grounds There is no way out of it. 

There are 200,000 women in London whose aver- 
age income is 24 cents a day. There are thousands 
of women, girls and boys working in the orange 
groves of Southern Italy whose wages range from 
10 to 20 cents a day. There are milliner girls in 
Paris whose wages are from a franc to a franc and 
u half a day. There are others employed in dress. 
making, in polishing silver and gold vessels and 
trinkets, paid about the same wages. There are 
tens of thousands of able-bodied men listed with 
the Metropolitan Railroad Company of Paris wait- 


ing for an 11 to employment at 60 
cents a day. In Tunas ond Shine 10 to 20 cents a 
day each the silver money of the country pays 


millions of boys, girls, men and women for 
services. You can hire a maid of all work almost 


for about $4

Let us take 
the prevailing wages paid in American silk facto- 
ries in New Jersey and the prevailing wages paid 
in s¥k factoriesgn Japan. Take the ratio of one to 
the other and make that the duty on imported silks. 
You will probably have a scale of duties that would 
look very queer to the eyes of falsely called Repub- 
licans like Senator Beveridge. Japan is becoming 
a competitor with Rhode Island and Massachusetts 
in cotton manufacturing. Let us go to Fall River 
and other manufacturing centers in New England, 
or down into Georgia among the cotton factories, 
and then cross the Pacific Ocean to Japan, find the 
comparative wages paid in the two countries, and 
make that the schedale on cotton. The revision 
would be upward and not downward. 

We are watching with interest to see when Sen- 
ator Beveridge will take up the tariff notions of the 
Democratic Governor of his own State, Mr. Mar- 
shall. It ig a new ratie notion about tariff. 
It has been adopted by some alleged tariff philoso- 
phers writing for muck-raking magazines. It is 
very simple. Find out what amount of revenue the 
government needs to meet its obligations for the 
coming year. Then take the average imports into 
the country for, say, five years, and divide one 
figure by the other and let the quotient be the rate 
of duty levied alike on everything. Then the neces- 
sities of life, which come in free now, will pay 30 
per cent. ad valorem duty, and the rich man's cham- 
pagne and jewelry, which now pay 60 per cent, 
duty and upward, will come in at the 30 per cent.

Four of the convicts were 
recaptured. 

’ The men who got away, Theodore 

Murdotk and Frank Grigware, are

known as Hunns Valley, six miles west 

Of the fort. They are said to have 

One gun, taken from a sentry , but 

Practically no ammunition. Their 

Capture is looked for hourly. 

In solitary confinement tonight are 
the four who failed to elude the search 

Which started when the prison siren 
announced there had been a jail deliv- 
ery. These are Thomas Katting, Ar- 
thur Hewitt, Robert Clark and John 
Gideon. 

The escape of Murdock was not no- 
until.the calling of the prison 
roll disclosed his absence. All but 
Murdock are serving life terms. Mur- 
ock was sent up from Chicago for 
counterfeiting. 

Farmers for miles around are join- 
ing in the hunt. As soon as the es 
cape of the two men became known, 
the siren whistle at the prison was 
sounded as a warning to farmers in 
the surrounding country to be on the 
lookout. This whistle can be heard for 
miles, and its use caused consterna- 
tion. At the same time, heavily- 
armed guards were thrown around the 
prison to prevent any further attempt 
at escape.

ONLY HAD “DUMMY” GUNS. 
Then every availabie guard, led by 
Deputy Lemon, started after the other 
three men. A half-mile farther on the 
trio were surrounded in the woods. 
Ne Phot had been fired on either sid« 
up to u o'clock, when the guards be- 
gan to close in upon the convicts. Al- 
though the convicts are all desperate 
men, it was believed their only weap- 
ons were guns made of wood and 
painted in the carpenter shop.

When the engine had arrived at a 
point six miles northwest of the prison, 
where the road was skirted on both 
sides by heavy timber, the engineer 
and fireman were instructed to “kill” 
the engine. Then the desperadoes 
forced the engine crew to disrobe, and 
two of the convicts appropriated their 
garments.
